AWARE THAT CALLAGHAN IN HIS DECEMBER 24 LETTER TO ESENBEL 
HAD REJECTED TURKISH CLAIMS THAT NOT A SINGLE TURKISH 
REFUGEE HAS BEEN RELEASED FROM SBA BY NOTING AT LEAST 
400 HAVE ALREADY BEEN ASSISTED TO FIND THEIR WAY NORTH 
UNDER CLERIDES-DENKTASH AGREEMENT FOR EXCHANGE OF OLD AND 
INFIRM.
